One  Thing’  that  Is  Needed. 

“Pleasure  attract*— like  a  vacuum, 
aars  a  recent  writer  A  wine  wntiment, 
pithily  expressed '  The  tnn«a»  are  full 
of  excitement.  The  rush  for  wealth, 
fame,  pleasure  ia  maddening.  Every 
city  w  full  of  it  Town*  f.Jlow  in 
their  wake,  caught  in  the-  flow  of  an 
irresistible  tide.  Whatever  delights 
the  eye,  pleases  the  ear  *>r  flatten*  the 
taste,  is  eagerly  sought  after 

What  cau  turn  l»uk  tin-*  tide,  calm 
the  nerves,  relieve  the  overstrained 
mind,  and  produce  that  self  control 
wliich  estimates  aright  the  g*  r^t  things 
of  life  ? 

Evidently  Utere  is  no  comfort  in  a 
surfeit  even  of  pleasure.  .One  must 
seek  contentment,  rest,  growth  of  mind 
and  of  heart  if  he  would  have  happi 
ness.  The  problem  is  a  complex  one, 
(for  who  can  know  the  human  heart?) 
and  yet  in  one  view  of  it,  it  is  very 
simple.  Men  and  women  have  divers 
tastes.  All  do  not  require  the  sune 
food;  all  cannot  do  the  same  work. 

One  man  has  a  love  for  machinery 
another  for  commercial  pursuits ;  i 
third  delights  m  science  ;  u  fuurth  in 
literary  studies.  As  each  boa  peculiar 
aptitude**,  so  each  must  have  his  own 


field  of  work.  It  fuOoww  then  that 
fullness  of  mind,  and  rectitude  of 
•  heart  must  l»e  reached  by  different 
channels. 

Many  can  l>e  drawn  toward  good¬ 
ness  by  the  love  of  sports,  of  compan 
i unship,  by  the  w  ise  and  loving  coun 
sels  of  good  and  true  meu  ;  but  not  all. 

Manv  can  be-  saved  only  by  the  cul 
tivation  of  tastes  which  are  outside  of 
either  their  work  or  their  play.  The 
teacher  who  discovered  that  one  of  her 
scholars,  who  eared  nothing  for  his 
books,  yet  was  interested  in  deserip- 
'  tiuus  of  butterflies  and  bugs,  set  him 
to  collecting  si>ecunen8  for  her ;  and 
soon  won  the  heart  through  the  culti 
vated  taste. 

We  hear  much  of  saving  young  men 
by  drawing  them  into  the  chur< 
and  Christian  associations,  but 
shall  keep  them  there?  Shall  Sunday 
schools?  But  these  cannot  employ 
all  who  should  be  doing  something 
nor  any  one  more  than  a  small  portion 
of  his  time.  Shall  prayer  meetings 
But  these  cannot  be  held  more  than 
once  or  twice  a  week.  Shall  sports 
But  these  attract  only  a  few  and  then 
qnly  for  a  time.  Youth  requires  var¬ 
iety,  change,  continued  and  earnest 
employment. 

Some  activity  must  be  found  so  ab¬ 
sorbing  as  to  make  pleasure  a  second¬ 
ary  consideration.  Excitements  should 
not  be  multiplied  but  the  rather  di 
•y  minished  ;  and-  in  the  quiet  incident  to 
rest,  there  will  be  found  time  for  that 
greatest  need  of  the  modern  young 
man  and  young  woman,  self-education. 

We  have  already  a  working  commu¬ 
nity,  we  should  have  also  a  reading 
community,  not  of  low  and  sordid 
books,  which,  like  society*  teach  only 
self  gratification,  but  books  of  high 
tone  and  character.  Inroks  full  of  the 
,  wis  lorn  of  genius,  books  instinct  with 
life  and  character. 

We  do  not  underestimate  religion. 
It  has  wonderful  power.  It  is  the  life. 

Yet  he  is  an  object  of  pity  who  has 
only  life.  He  should  have  growth  also, 
and  this  he  cannot  have  without  food 
and  food  is  mental  and  spiritual  nour¬ 
ishment. 

What  then  is  needed  ?  Many  things, 
no  doubt,  but  one  in  particular. 

Bloomfield  at  one  time  was  known 
as  the  mother  of  schools.  In  every 
circle  their  influence  was  felt.  These 
have  passed  away,  jierhaps  forever. 
In  their  place  should  come,  at  least, 
the  silent  influence  of  a  vast  treasure- 
house  of  learning  in  the  shape  of  a  li 
brary.  Good  books,  papers  and  mag 
aziues  will  save  not  a  few  young  men. 
It  will  do  more.  It  will  develop  their 
characters,  and  make  them  useful  and 
"intelligent  members  of  society. 

Books  cannot  take  the  place  of  per 
sonal  effort  -for  the  erring,  but  they 
can  powerfully  supplement  it.  They 
cannot  take  away  the  temptations  of 
society,  or  preveut  those  disappoint¬ 
ments  which  provoke  recklessness,  but 
they  can  reduce  temptations  to  a  min¬ 
imum,  and  provide  an  asylum  of  rest 
ful  enjoyment  to  the  disappointed  and 
fallen. 

We  have  spoken  only  of  liooktf,  and 
good  Ixxiks.  Bad  books,  indifferent 
books,  books  which  reflect  only  the 
madness  of  an  over  stimulated  society, 
away  with  them ! 

A  handsome  ‘library  building,  at 
tractive  with  frescoes,  paintings,  and 
the  charming  grace  of  the  architect’ 
art,  together  with  Nature’s  noble  gifts 
of  light  and  air ;  would  that  we  pos¬ 
sessed  it  1 

Yet  it  is  not  essential,  any  more 
than  that  our  books  should  be  hand 
somely  bound. 

It  is  the  books  that  we  lcKe,  with 
their  noble  thoughts,  rich  teachings, 
divine  sentiments. 

They  may  all  be  had  for  a  price  and 
a  little  price.  They  are  neeiled.  Who 
will  provide  them  ? 


Princeton  College. 

Some  tiw ago  we  received  a  caret! 

It  addrwvxl  to  the  alumni  of  Prince¬ 
ton  College.  It  set  forth  the  demraUi 
ity  of  a  closer  union  between  the  grad¬ 
uates  of  Princeton  residing  in  New 
•rk  and  vicinity,  ami  extern  ling  an  in 
vitaiion  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the 
alumni  to  be  held  at  Delmomo /**  Thura- 
ilav  evening  of  laet  week.  It  a  also 
intimate. I H  a*  I>r  MoCuah  would 
aay,  tl»at  after  tl»e  meeting  there  would 
lie  a  supper,  the  expense  of  which  hail 
already  been  provided  for.  We  ac¬ 
cepted  the  invitation  and  attended  the 
meeting  Knowing  the  considerable 
minder  of  our.  readers  interested  in 
Princeton,  we  thought  it  would  not  be 
amir*  tu  inform  theiu  of  the  nature  of 
the  proceedings. 

Tin*  meeting  was  held  in  one  of  Del 
imitit’s  ballrooms.  and  whether  ow  ¬ 
ing  to  the  active  iuterest  now  taken  in 
Priuceton  on  account  of  the  Holmes 
Mc’Cush  episode,  f.wtball  matches, 
glee  clubs,  and  the  like,  Ur  the  “intima¬ 
tion”  concerning  supper,  or  some 
other  more  praisewuirthy  motive,  there 
was  a  very  large  attendance. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Alexander,  President  of 
the  Alumni  Association,  presided.  He 
>m  men  ted  on  the  size  of  the  meeting, 
it  being  the  largest  he  had  ever  attend¬ 
ed.  He  observed  that  there  was  a  feel¬ 
ing  that  some  more  compact  organiza¬ 
tion  ban  the  alumni  association  should 
represent  the  interests  of  Princeton  in 
aud  around  New  York.  The  lattel  or- 
•anization  was  chiefly  concerned,  at¬ 
tending  one  meeting  a  year  chiefly  for 
the  purpose  of  dining,  and  while  the 
annual  dinner  was  excee<lingly  enter¬ 
taining  it  did  not  afford  an  opportun¬ 
ity  for  paying  much  attention  to  the 
college  jwork.  The  old  idea  that  the 
college  shoqld  be  run  as  a  close  cor¬ 
poration^  in’  which  the  alumni  had 
nothing  to  say  w  as  dying  out,  and  the 
trustees  (that  time  honored  and  con¬ 
servative  body)  had  actually  passed  a 
resolution,  asking  that  the  different 
alumni  associations  should  appoint  del- 
agates,  to  meet  them  and  confer  re¬ 
garding  the  interest  of  the  college. 
There  was  also  a  growing  opinion  that 
the  alumui  should  elect  a  certain  num¬ 
ber  of  the  trustees,  but  nothing  of  that 
sort  was  possible  under  the  present 
charter.  It  hail  been  thought  wise  to 
form  a  new  organization  to  be  known 
as  the  Princeton  Club  which  should 
meet  at  least  four  times  a  year.  This 
did  not  involve  the  necessity  of  per 
rnaneut  club  rooms  or  any  great  ex¬ 
pense.  In  this  way  the  graduates  of 
Princeton  would  become  better  ac¬ 
quainted,  more  united,  and  capable  of 
effective  work  for  the  colloge.  The 
meeting  had  been  called  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  learning  the  views  of  the  alum 
ni  and  formally  organizing  if  the  idea 
of  the  club  foi^mj  favor.

A  rapid  writer  can  j»eu  thirty  words 
in  a  minute.  Tod<>  this  he  must  draw 
Ins  pen  through  the  s|*ace  of  a  rod,  ltii 
feet.  Io  forty  nmitto*  hi*  j»eu  might 
travel  a  furlong.  In  a  little  more  than 
five  hours  the  small  mstrumeut  may 
have  gone  a  mile.  In  a  year  of  three 
hundred  such  working  days,  the  pen 
ould  have  traced  a  mark  on  pajier 
three  hundred  miles  KJug>\ 

Each  letter  of  the  ordinary  alpha¬ 
bet  r quire*  from  three  to  seven  turns 
of  the  pen — on  an  average  of  three  and 
half  to  four.  Writing  thirty  words  in 
minute,  at  least  490  such  curves 
must  be  made;  in  an  hour  28,800;  in 
day  of  five  hours,  144,000;  in  a  vear 
of  300  dayaf  43^00,000; 

The  man  who  makes  a  million 
strokes  with  his  pen  in  a  month  is  not 
at  all  remarkable.  Many  persons, 
newspaper  writers  for  instance,  make 
fonr  times  that  number. 


After  considerable  discussion  it  was 
decided  to  organize  and  a  constitution 
was  adopted,  the  essential  features  of 
which  were  that  four}  meetings  a  year 
should  be  held,  the  one  in  March  be 
ing  the  occasion  of  the  annual  dinner;

Three 
delegates  were  appointed  to  attend 
the  conference  with  the  board  of  true 
tees.  By  this  time  the  supper  was 
discovered* to  be  ready,  and  noone  sug 
gesting  any  more  important  business 
an  adjournment  to  the  supusr  room 
was  ordered.  Th  Citizen  ilpresenta- 
tive  having  dined  about  an  hour  and  a 
half  before  and  not  having  theanatomi 
cal  constitution  of  an  ox  was  unable 
to  do  much  justice  to  this  part  of 
the  entertainment,  althoughit  had  the 
api>earance  of  being  everything  that 
could  be  desired. 

In  one  corner  of  the  room  there  was 
a  gigantic  bowl  of  claret  punch,  much 
in  demand,  and  not  (nr  from  it  an  ap 
pareutly  inexhaustihlepupply  of  “Hava¬ 
nas.”  After  supper  all  went  back  to 
the  ballroom  and  without  respect  to 
age  or  cloth  became,  in  imagination  at 
least,  students  again.  To  say  that 
they  were  hilarious  mildly  expresses  it; 
meu  with  grey  hair  and  no  hair  at  all 
sang  and  performed  overtures  with 
couilin  and  paper-  instruments.  The 
applause  was  deafening  and  brought 
ladies  and  gentlemen  from  more  quiet 
parts  of  the  building  to  inspect  the 
proceedings 

About  eleven  o’clock  the  meeting 
broke  up,  it  being  the  universal  senti 
mint  the  evening  had  been  the  grand 
est  kind  of  a  success.  We  have  not  had 
a  better  time  in  many  a  day.  We 
most  earnestly  recommend  to  our 
Princeton  friends  that  they  join 
once  and  be  on  hand  at  the  next  meet¬ 
ing.
